THE NORTH WES TERN RAILWAY. 
The Commissioner of Railways in this 
State—Hon. J. A. Turner—is preparing 
his annual report for lh79, which will tar­ 
nish the public with many interesting and 
valuable tacts regarding the railways of 
WiscoLSiu. A few days since the Gazette 
published some importtint statistics regard 
mg the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul 
railway, which were collected by Commis­ 
sioner Turner, and from the same source 
We are enabled to present some facts 
connected with the Chicago Northwestern 
railway in this State. The total length ot 
the Northwestern road is 1,933, aod of this 
number there are GDI miies in Wisconsin. 
The cost of tne entire road including equip­ 
ments is a little over 73 millions of dollars. 
The gross earnings for the year endiog 
September 30.1879, wore I i millions of 
dollars, and the expenses of all kinds were 
six millions, leaving the net earnings a lit­ 
tle over seven millions ot dollars. The cost 
of that portion ot the road which lies in 
Wisconsin, was JO millions of dollars. The 
total number of miles run by trains in this 
blate was 3,703,090. 
The number of pas­ 
sengers carried 
oa the road 
in the 
State tor the past year 
was 
ab 'Ut 
one million. Toe number of locomotives 
owned by the CJuipanyU 301, passenger 
cars, 183; baggage cars, S3; freight cars, 
6,853. 
Tnat part ot the report of the Com m ie 
stoners bearing upon accidents, is of much 
importance, and shows that the manage­ 
ment has been exceedingly careful. In all 
the States traversed by the Northwestern 
Company—Wisconsin, Illinois, Minnesota, 
aud Iow a—there was only one passenger 
killed trom a cause beyond his con 
trol. Of the employes, one was killed by 
want of elution oa his pirt. 
Two were 
injure I from Ciuses beyond their control, 
and of all other persons six were killed by 
their 
own 
want 
of 
caution. 
Considering 
tnat 
the 
company 
is 
operating nearly two thousand miles of 
road, running hundreds of locomotives and 
thousands of cars day ani nighs ani car­ 
rying millions of passengers, it is remarka­ 
bly strange that so few accidents have 
occurred. A more cautious an I successful 
railway management can not be shown in 
this country. The roal is to be congratu­ 
lated upon its ii altering success, financially 
and otherwise, ana the public likewise are 
to be congratulated that they can travel 
upon a road that is so wisely and carefully 
managed.

COLORED EMIGRATION TO INDIANA. 
For the past few weeks there has been 
g ling on quite an extensive colored emi­ 
gration to 
Wyandotte county, Indiana. 
Last week 
a party consisting of 240, of 
which 107 were men and women, left 
North Carolina, going to Indiana by way 
of Washington. This was the second party 
which had left North Carolina within a 
tow weeks, for the purpose oi settling in 
Wyandotte county. This seems to be the 
commencement of an extensive exodus. 
When this party of 210 left Goldsboro, 
there were more than four hundred desti­ 
tute 
negroes 
waiting 
transportation 
to 
Indiana. 
This 
exodus 
is 
conducted with more order than the exodus 
of test winter and spring to Kansas and 
Nebraska. Of coarse the emigrants are 
poor, and in many cases are extremely 
destitute, but the Em igrant Aid Society of 
Washington, does much to help them 
along, and so far they haye not experienc­ 
ed much difficulty in reaching their desti­ 
nation. 
This movement is not without signifi­ 
es ince, but it appear*, from the statement 
ot one ot the most intelligent of the party, 
that politics does not enter Into the ques­ 
tion. The present exodus is from Greene, 
Lenora and Wayne counties, North Caro­ 
lina. There is a general desire of tho peo­ 
ple to leave that State, not for political rea­ 
sons merely, bat that they may find 
homes in a State where they can earn a 
living and receive pay tor their labor. 
That they can not do In N orth Carolina 
In that State they are compelled 
to work 
for thirty or forty cents a dsy, and for 
their pay are forced to take orders for 
park, corn meal. and groceries at an e x ­ 
travagant price. 
This system not only 
crim ps the laborers but let them be ever so 
economical and industrious, at the end of 
the year the unfortunate colored men find 
themselves in debt to their bosses, which 
makes their condition almost as bad as it 
was in the days of slavery. 
The natural 
result is that if a negro has a wife and 
children, that they suffer for food and 
clothing, aud Un*, they are determined to 
stand no longer. 
This exodus from North Carolina is not 
made without great sacrifice on the part 
of some of the emigrants. Those who 
owned hogs,cattle or mules, were com- 
ptlled to sell them for almost nothing at 
all. Tnclr employers were much opposed 
to tho exodus, and to deter them, it possi­ 
ble, from leaving the State, would refuse 
to buy what little property they had. In 
one case It is stated that a negro received 
only 24 cents each for seven hogs, a mule, 
a horse, and three head of cattle! 
In In­ 
diana, the negroes expect to engage in 
farming, and In order to get a start, they 
will receive as 
much aid 
aa possi­ 
ble 
from 
the 
Emigrant 
Aid 
Society. The first party which settled in 
Indiana are doiog well. Some are located 
on small farms, aod others are hired to 
farmers 'who need industrious helo and 
who are willing to pay a fair price for it. 
In this way the colored men aud their 
i&milies can “ live and let live” together, and 
receive the wages they earn, 
The system of robbery sod dishonesty 
adopted by the bouthern people toward 
the negroes, is driving thousand of them 
from the South. They are ..fleeing North 
that they may escape slavery and oppres- 
si rn. and that they may settle among a 
people where the principle prevails, “the 
lab irer is worthy ot his hire.”

If none be 
offered, may we not hope for the early 
passage of a law which shall so regulate 
the traffic in and use of illuminating oils 
as will afford to Wisconsin a protection as 
ample as that enjoyed in Michigan ?

The Meed of Legislation to Prevent 
Consumers from Low Lr ade Illum i­ 
nating Oils. 
lo the Editor of the Sentinel. 


A p p le to n , Dec. 8—In your issue of F ri­ 
day last, and also in your issue of Octo­ 
ber I, I find the record of fatal kerosene 
accidents. In each of these cases the “ac­ 
cident” was caused by the use of kerosene 
for a highly improper purpose, to-wit, the 
lighting of fires. No illuminating oils c .n 
bo considered sate tor use in this way, and 
we haye no justificdion to offer for the Use 
of kerosene for tire-lighting purposes. {So 
long as people continue its use for such 
purposes fatalities may be expected to oc­ 
cur. Nevertheless the fact remains that 
had oils of geed quality been used even for 
this improper purpoic it is not probable 
that either of thece unfortunate young 
women would have been burned to deiati 
or that there would have been acy “acci­ 
dent.” 
In each of these cases &9 reported it ap­ 
pears that tho oils emitted large volumes ol 
Inflammable vapor aod it was this vapor 
that communicated the flames to lh? caus 
of 
fluid, exploding 
them aud scat­ 
tering 
their 
burning 
contents 
on 
the 
unfortunate 
victims. 
Oils 
that are of sufficiently high test to bs sate 
for ordinary use will not emit such volumes 
ot inflammable vapor as these accounts d e­ 
scribe, hence had such oils been used it is 
highly improbable that any “explosion’' 
would have occurred. 
A few weeks glace the writer called at­ 
tention through your columns to the ex­ 
ceedingly low grade of illuminated oils 
sold and used throughout the State ; aud 
continued investigation has strengthened 
the conviction that “he who 
U9cs the cot­ 
ton kerosene of our markets carries a death 
warrant in his hands, and that a stumble 
may at any time furnish an execution.” 
The details of accident ftom the explosion 
ot a lamp while in actual use in the famil, 
of Mr Nathan Popham, of 
Montecito 
Marquette County, sp eared in your paper 
about a month since. 
This case resulted 
in the death ot his wife after a few hours 
of agony. Samples ot the oil used in this 
amp which I have tested were found to be 
explosive at 74 degrees F., and to burn at 
84 degrees. Another sample of oil which 
exploded in tho house of Mr Pemberthy, 
of Hammond, St. Croix County, at about 
the same lime [fortunately without serious 
damage], was found to be explosive ai 03 
degrees F., its fire test being 70 degrees 
These arc but samples of oils that are be­ 
ing freely sold in our markets ; indeed as 
there is no restraint upon the sale of ilium - 
inatiog oils, there is no limit of adultera­ 
tion that the cupidity of m anufacturer 
may not lead them to. 
It was fortunate that the Norwegian 
utheran church of your city was sup­ 
plied with a better grade of oil than these 
have referred to, when by accident tho 
chandelier fell in it a few weeks since, juid 
after its lamps had been lighted. lo this 
case the flames were extinguished with 
comparative ease. Samples of the oil used 
in these lamps which have been tested 
were found to bear afire test of 130 de­ 
grees, and there was here properly no ex­ 
plosion. 
Had these lamps been filled with 
a lower grade of oil, such as would have 
given off more inflammable vapors, noth­ 
ing coaid probably have saved the church 
from destruction. 
Dr. Baker, Secretary of the Michigan 
State Board of Health, says in the last re­ 
port of that Board, “this State has recently

What will keep us comfortably warm in 
the damp chilliness of November wii 
answer perfectly well in the dry,clear cok 
of winter. During early spring and late 
fall months the very moist air is a gooc 
conductor of heat, and rn such weather the 
body loses warmth very rapidly, and be­ 
comes chilled if not sufficiently dad. 
can not too seriously impress the fact that 
many lung diseases are contracted during 
these uncertain seasons by improper dress. 
The winter underclothing should be put on 
early aud worn late. If the day is very 
warm, tho change should be made In the 
outside garments. A laiy snould carry an 
extra shawl; a gentleman should by no 
means leave his overcoat at home, lf the 
temperature suddenly falls, both then have 
clothing wherewith to meet the change. 
Europeans dress more warmly than we, 
and have lets catarrh, especially tho Dutch 
one of whose great physicians once said: 
‘Flannel should not be put oil' until mid­

W IN T E R ’S D A N G E R S . 


H e w t o D r e w D a r in g t h e W i s t e r 
Month*. 
The first thing that people naturally look 
to rn wioter is the best means of keeping 
themselves comfortably warm, and this 
warmth is sought in ways that are preju­ 
dicial to health, and that often result seri­ 
ously. Very |few persons know how to 
dress properly, and yet it Is one of the 
things that should be thoroughly under­ 
stood. It is as necessary to strength aud 
health as ventilation, sunshine, got J food 
and cleanliness. Dr. Hamilton Osgood, in 
“Winter and Its Dangers,” says: When a 
man freezes to death His because the blood 
at the surface of the body, that is, in the 
akin, has become cold at a rate more rap­ 
id than the production of beat in the 
interior of the body. The effect is an 
increasing depression of vitality. At first 
there is pain in the parts exposed, then the 
skin loses feeling, (the (muscles lose their 
energy, the breathing becomes less and 
less vigorous, the mind grows sluggish, 
drowsiness overwhelms tho unfortunate 
and he dies. Now what has happened 
here ? In a strict sense the man did not 
grow colder and colder, that is, he lost 
more and moreoi his bodily heat, until 
too little remained to support life. * * * 
The proper value of clothing then, depends 
upon such wise use of it as.will rn&mtain 
the normal equilibrium between the inner 
and outer temperature of the body. This 
necessitates the niOst carelul attention to 
what we 
and how we wear It. 
ThC*e lf a popular theory that harden­ 
ing will insure one to any degree of cold— 
to the most sudden change of temperature. 
Nothing could be more fruitful of danger. 
Of course, now and then, there |is an indi­ 
vidual who can adopt the hardening pro­ 
cess without apparent ill effect. But the 
theory Is pernicious. This is shown by 
the condition of both men ana animals in 
countries where there is prolonged expos­ 
ure to cold. The Esquimaux and Lapland­ 
ers aie small la stature, and the people ct 
Terra del Fuego, who go without clothing 
in coldest weather, are so dwarfed and 
stooled as to be merely hideous suggestions 
ol human beings. Shetland ponies and the 
sheep and cattle of bleak climates are 
small in size, simply because cold prevents 
their development. There are no words 
strong enough to characterise the folly of 
those parents who think it right to “hard 
en” their children by forcing them to face 
the cold 
insufficiently clad. “By this 
means,” sharply says the writer, “children 
are hardened out of the world. Some 
thing may be said with greater sharpness 
rf toe thoughtlessness of unwise parents/ 
Clothing should be sufficient, should be 
loose, and should allow free and fall work­ 
ing of all the organs of the body, aa well 
as affording small apace for the passage o 
air. The corsets of women and the heayy 
skirts, which rely for their support upon 
the hips, are declared very injurious. 
Apart from the evil wrought bv the corset 
in the summer months, It is especially de­ 
leterious to health in winter, as it stops the 
biood-pores of the body and prevents a free 
flow ot blood to certain organs, and dis­ 
turbs the circulation m the skin, thereby 
interfering with the heartland frequently 
involving the throat and lungs. The ma­ 
terial of which winter clothing, which 
comes next the body, should be made, 
should be flannel of heavy wire-woven 
goods, or sufficiently heavy silk undergar­ 
ments. Wool is warm and preserves heat. 
Besides, It is a poor conductor, and not­ 
withstanding the fact that a person may 
keep himself warm in cotton or linen, 
sudden exposure to cool 
air 
quickly 
proves the superiority of wool, for both 
woolen and cotton allow a rapid radiation 
of heat 
“Much and serious harm is caused by 
the unwise practice of wearing summer 
clothing into the autumn, and of assuming I 
light outer garments and underwear as 
soon in spring as a warm day appears. 
The health in many cases is undermined 
by neglecting dress of proper warmth In 
early autumn, it ii an error to suppose if 


i f He Would Btoo There. 
The shrewdness of a Boston youth is 
much commended. He was receiving I 
salary of f JOO a year. On the first of Jan 
uary his employer made him the present 
of $30- He consulted his uncle as to what 
he should do with the amount. That pru­ 
dent gentleman advised him to put it in 
the Savings .Bank, but as the money had 
come easy he would do nothing of the 
kind. Ile inycrted it In stocks. 
By a 
I streak of good luck the $50 brought him 
.n $4,500. This he put on deposit. 
His 
uncle praised the shrewdness of his neph­ 
ew^ stock transactions, but expressed Ute 
belief that he would “turn out to be a 
gambler.” This is just where the danger 
lies. There are many instances in this 
city of persons making a fortune at Aret 
venture, and being flushed, pursued the 
business of stock dealing until they were 
financially ruined. One of theso was so 
noticeable as to deserve mention. 
Borne 
years ago, when the stock market.waa very 
much in Hated, a young married man, who 
held a lite position in the army, where he 
had achieved considerable distinction, had 
$900, with which he purchased a rapidly 
rising stock. Five days afterward he could 
have “cleared up” as the phrase has it, 
$70.OC9. His friends advised him to with­ 
draw. But no. They insistHhat he should 
at least secure one-half the sum, and let 
the balance go es a risk. 
“Not a cent 
would be taken from the hands of the 
broker until the amount reached $100,- 
COO.” On the contrary he went in for 
several thousand more dollars on a “mar­ 
gin.” In the elation of his feelings he 
wrote his resignation in the army, and 
forwarded it to Washington. 
A few days 
afterward the crash came and the young 
man was next to a bankrupt. Tho last we 
heard of this unfortunate he was at the 
capital of the nation endeavoring to pro­ 
cure a situation. 
If those who realize 
largely on a first stcck operation, would 
be content, and retire from the lists, many 
men would be in goci circumstances who 
now find themselves reduced to poverty. 
But few do so, for there is a fascination in 
this sort of speculation which leads them 
deeper as their game increases, until the 
inevitable day comes when all is lost, and 
when suicide often follows to close out 
life which has nothing before it but a dark 
future. It would be useless, however 'to 
offer advice on the subject. 
The history 
of the stock board repeats itself every day, 
and will go on repeating so long as such 
speculations arc held to be respectable by 
those who engage in them.—San Fran­ 
cisco Call.
